THE WORK 


OLASSES, 


We are’ not sorry tliat the new Bishop of 
London, in his first sermon, and in his first 
platform address, has called attention to the 
question of the sort of accommodation pro- 
vided in our church for the working classes 
and for their childven;) To Mr. Miller of Bir- 
mingham, perhaps, belongs the merit of hay- 
ing first brought this question prominently 
forward ; but its discussion by the Bishop of 
the metropolis must greatly help forward a 
practical solution. 

The factissutdeniable—it is used by the 
Times as awargiment for the opening of the 
Crystal! Palace on Sunday—that the working 
men of London are not foundin any numbers 
in our parish churches. Many causes may 
| be assigned; but among tlie most, we must 
place that of the uneourteous treatment they 
too often receive. A bench in the middle 
tisle, ora dark, dismual “free sitting? under 
the galleryy does not please or satisfy the 
respectable mechanic, who in the Dissenting 
cliapel js;eagerly ushered into a pew. A 
broad stamp of inferiority is set upon him ; 
being precisely what the Apostle deprecated 
when he reproached the Christians of his 
day with saying to tho poor disciple, “Stand 
thou there, or sit here, under my footstool !? 

It is impossible to donbt that, this system 
has been one amang various causes which 
have alienated the working yen in our cities 
from the Charch, and laye consigned them 
to Dissent, or to practical heathenism, 

The other branch, of the same mischief is 
almost even more saddening. We bring 
thousands of boys and girls into our schools, 
we train them up till the age of fifteen or 
sixteen, and then, what multitudes of them 
are never scenagain in ourchurches 7 

Mr. Miller pointed out, some time since, 
the double cause for this:—Ist. The too 
greatitax.on their anitnal spirits, by often 4 
hours’ confinement in school and church; 
and secondly, the disregard! of their comfort 
whien in chiureh, by cribbing and confining 
thei in seats where they canneither hear nor 
uoderstand. 

Tt is a hopeful sign that these matters are | 
now brovglit under discussion. We are be~ 

inning to minster the question of * Church 
extension,” $9 far as quantity is concerned, 
Tn alittle time longer, there willbe no great 
want of more new churches. We must next 
take up the question of quality, and try to 
| make Yelurch-accommodation” jin all re- 
spects what it ought to be.—Jfecord.

The following despatches have been re- 
ceived from Rear Admiral Sir Michael 
Soymour, K, ©, B, Commander-in-Chief of 
Hor Majosty’s ships ard’ yessels on the 
East India and China station ;— 

OPERATIONS AT CANTON. 
Nioxnr, Ar Canton, Nov. 14,°1856, 

Sm Iu the sixth paragraph of iny gen- 
eral letter, No. 01, of the L6th ult, I al- 
luded_ to the Chinese authorities having & 
few days previously forcibly seized a nas 
tive crew of a lorcha under English colors, 
and that I had demanded redress. 

2. I liave ‘now the honor to report, for 
the information of the Lord’s Commission- 
ers of the Admiralty, that on the 8th Oct., 
the bloreha Arrow, with a colonial register 
from the Governor of Hong Kong; was 
boarded while at anchor at Canton! by the 
Chinese, olliver and a party of soldiers, who, 
notwithstanding the remonstrances of the 
master, an Englishman, seized twelve of 
her crew, bound and carried them away, 
and hauled down tha British flag. Her 
Majesty’s Consul afterwards remonstrated 
with the officer who lad seized the men, 
but without effect. 

8, This outrage was immediately brought 
tothe notice of the Imperial High Com- 
missioner by Mr. Parkes, Her Majesty's 
Consul, who required the twelve men to 
be returned t9 tlie Arrow by the same of- 
ficer who had carried them away ; that an 
apology, should be made, and av, assurance 
given that the British flag should in future 
be respected. Their Lordships will, how- 
ever, observe on perusing the! documents 
which accompany, this, despatch, that al- 
though the twelve men were eventually 
sent back, it was notin the public manner 
in which they had been ;carried away, and 
all-appearance of an apology was pointedly 
avoided. 

4.On the 11th of October, this unpleas- 
ant occurrence was officially reported to 
me’ by Sir: John: Bowring, Her Majesty's 
Plenipotentiary in China, and His Excel- 
lency suggested that the seizure ofan n- 
perial junk would probably produce the 
desired reparation, Luccordingly directed 
Commodore’ the Hon. G. J, B, Elliott, 
of Her Majesty's ship Sybille, senior officer 
in the Canton’ river, to carry out Sir John 
Bowring’s suggestion, and I despatched 
the Bayracouta steam sloop and Corinandel 
tender to afford him the means of doing 
so. A junk was seized, but it led to noth- 
ing. I then sent Her Majesty’s steam fri- 
gates Encounter and Sampson to join the 
Commodore (the former to lie off the fac- 
tory) in the hope that the presence of such 
an imposing force would shew the High 
Commissioner the prudence of complying 
with our demand, but His Excellency ap- 
peared determined on resistance. 

5. At'this period Mr, Parkes proceeded 
to Hong Kong to consult with Sir John 
Bowring and iyself, as fo the best measures 
of comipulsion to be adopted, and we all 
considered that the seizure of the defences 
of the city of Canton would be the most 
judicious, both as a display of our power 
Without the sacrifice of life, and of our de- 
termination to enforce redress—experience 
of the Chinese character having proved 
that moderation is vonsidered ‘by ‘the offi- 
cials only as an evidence of Weakness. 

6. I immediately moved the ‘Calcutta’ 
above the Bogue forts as high up as her 
draught of water permitted, and on the 
morying of the 231d of October, proceeded 
on board, the ‘Coromandel’ steam tender 
for Canton, with the ‘Sampson’ and ‘Bara- 
cotta’ in company, and the detachment of 
Royal Marines and boats’ ¢ of Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships ‘Calcutta, ‘Winchester’, and 
‘Bittern, and the boats of the ‘Sybille with 
the ‘Commodore’. On approaching, the 
Bleinheim Reach I diverted the ‘Sampson’ 
And a portion of our force up the Macao 
passage to prevent the Chinese from “stop- 
ping up the channel, and to capture the 
Bleinheim fort. I then went. on, with, the 
‘Coromandel’ and ‘Barracouta’ to the Four 
Barrier Forts, about five miles below the 
city. Anchoring the two steamers above 
the forts, I despatched the boats and took 
possession of them, An ill judgediattempt 
at resistance from two of the forts, which 
fired on our ships and boats, resulted iti the 
death of five Chinese soldiers, There 
were about 160 guns, from one foot bore 
to four pounders. 

7. Lr ow directed Commander Fortescue 
in the ‘ Barracout, to follow the ‘Sampson, 
and having spiked the guns, destroyed thie | 
carnages and ammunition,’and burned the | 
buildings in the forts, I proceeded to Can- 
ton, where: arrived at 2.2, M., and learns | 
ed that the boats: from the ‘Sampson, and 
‘Barracouta, had taken quiet possession of 
thé Belinheim fort,and also of Macao fort a) 
very strong position on an island in’ the 
middle of the river, mounting 88 guns, 
which I haye gatrisoned and, shall vetain 
for the present. 

8, Her Majeaty’s Consul, by my. direc 
tion, immediately informed the High Com 
| missioner of my artival, aud of the Aggres: 
sive moasures Which he had compelled inc 
to take in consequence of his refusal to r 
dress the wrong committed by his oflice 
also that T should continue such proces 
ings until reparation should be made, “His 
Excallency’s roply was very unsatisfactory. |

“That to prevent the recurrence of evils 
like tlie present, which have been occasion- 
ed by the disregard paid by the Imperial 
Commissioner to the repeated applications 
forivedress and satisfaction made to him by 
letter, in the inatter of the Arrow, by Her 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary and’ the Consul 
writing; in consequence of the closing of 
the city to foreigners,being the only means 
of communication—I demanded for all for 
eign representatives the same free access 
to the authorities and city of Canton (where 
all the Chinese high officials reside).as_is 
enjoyed under treaty at the other four 
ports, and denied to us at Canton alone.” 

No reply being made, I determined to 

oped fire on the Ligh Commissioner's comn- 
pound (the Yamun,) alarge space of ground 
within the old city, surrounded by a high 
wall, which contains his Excelleney’s resi- 
dence, and is consequently Government 
property...

I had the satisfaction of entering the 
city through the gate soon after its passag 
had been secured, and accompanied by the 
Commodore, Her Majesty’s Consul, and a 
portion of the force, I visited and inspected | 
the house and premises of the High Com- 
inissioner, We re-einbarked at sun-set,and 
the officers and men were returned to their 
respective quarters ; my object, which was, 
to show, his Exeelleney that I had the pow- 
er to.enter the city, having been fully ac- 
complished. 

Before the landing took place I assem- 
bled. the Yoffivers, and, urgently impressed 
upon them ([ had previously done so by 
written order) the necessity of restraining 
the men from molesting the persons and 
property: of the! inhabitants, confining the 
warlike operations against the troops only; 
and haye pleasure in bearing testimony to 
the forbearance and good conduct of the 
seamen and marines. No struggling ‘took 
place, and when the orders were given to 
re-embark, the men returned to their boats 
with regularity and: despatch. 

About 6 p.m, a second fite broke out in 
the suburbs bordering on the first one, 
which consumed a large number of houses. 

16. At daylight on the 30th, it was 
discovered that the breach liad been filled 
up during thé night with sandbags and 
timber ; a few shots however, soon cleared 
it away, as well as on the mornings of the 
31st and 1st of November, 

17, I now judged it expedient personally 
to address the High Commissioner, in the 
hope of inducing:him to accede to our de- 
inands, I pointed ont that the steps which 
had been taken were occasioned by his re- 
fusal to afford reparation in the case of the 
arrow ; that the city of Canton was at my 
meréy ; and that it was.in his power, by 
an immedite consultation with me, to ter- 
minate a stafe of affairs so likely to lead to 
the most disastrous calamities.

cinity who bad used any of this domestic 
substitue, for an oxpensive foreign fertilizer, 
and his astonishment, at this neglect and 
waste of a valuable manure, led him to un- 
dertake the more minute inquiries above 
reforred to, After extending his inquiries 
over the greater portion of two townships, 
each six miles square, he found only two 
farmers who had ever made any use of the 
droppings of their fowls, either in the gar- 
den or on the farm, among all the occu- 
pants of over thirly sections or square miles 
of a well settled district. The number of 
farmers upon whom he called, or of whom 
he obtained information upon which he 
could rely, amounting to about one hun- 
dred and fifty, which, by the way, shows 
an average of about five or six farms, Jarge

If similar inquiries were undertaken in 
various portions of the country, both east 
aud west, we might obtain results which 
would not only be interesting, but instruc 
tive also. We fear that the results obtain- 
ed would furnish foundation for a charge 
against farmers generally, of gross neglect 
and wastefulness in regard to fertilizing 
matters—the food of plants—which ‘are 
within the easy reach of all. We fear that 
it might even be found that while someare 
expending more or less for fertilizers from. 
abroad, or for fraudulently got up ones at

THE THEATRE, 

The character ofthe plays and farces them- 
selves is suflicient alone to deter persons of 
piety, of feeling, religious principle, and pu- 
rity of heart, trom witnessing them. ‘They 
cannot volantarily, and for mere relaxation, 
place themselves wliere Gop is dishonoured, 
and his laws are violated with impunity, and 
where, not unfrequently, spiritual religion it- 
self is made the subject of jest and ridicule. 
Nor can they divest themselves of the per- 
snasion that they ‘are, by their property atid 
influence, helping to support an evil and cor- 
rupting system. 

Lhe evils of the stage become further ap- 
parent if we pass from the subjects repre- 
sented to the character of the actors and ac- 
tresses, And here we tread on delicate 
ground—but let truth alone be our search, 
and when found let the trath be told. The 
estimation in which actors, actresses, and 
opera-dancers are held by the public at large, 
cannot be questioned; there isa degree of 
infamy avtaclied to the profession, True, 
there are, and there have been, most illustri- 
ous exceptions, especially in modern times, 
and the moral reputation of some who have 
sustained both male and female parts on the 
boards of the theatre, lias been as unsullied 
in private lifé as their fame lias been great 
for histrionic talent. We havo had our Gar- 
ticks, and the whole family of the Kembles, 
and others; and we have now our Macready, 
a5 well as some'of lesser note—over whom 
the breath of slander has never passed. “But 
do not the exceptions prove the rule? And 
when private virtue does appear on tlie stage, 
dces not théshomage whicli is paid to it, ex- 
pose its rarity? Let us make ita matter of 
personal fecling—what’ father likes to see 
his son upon the stago?—what mother does 
ot shrink from placing her daugliter there ? 
Wiion you are told that stich a person is an 
actor or an actress, What is the involintary 
feeling which rises in your wind? Sach im- 
pressions are neither unjust nor tindesirable, 
They may press hard upon individuals, but 
they form a publicsafeguard to morals, ‘The 
profession, as a profession; ever has been, in 
all ages, and in all nations, (excepting as we 
have seen: in its primitive state in Gréece, 
and long before female actors were tolerated) 
and ominontly 
so to the female character. We desire not 
herein to wound the feclings or reputation 
of individuals; all who are placed sn this 
position are objects of pity and Ohristian 
sympathy, Many may haye been induced 
to engage in tis protession while yot’ they 
Were young, and how cannot oscape from it; 
but few, if ony, of those who are really ac- 
quainted avith all the circumstances connect= 
ed with the life of a femats performer, will 
deny that, of necessity, she is continually 
thrown into situations of temptation’ and 
trial, to which noyoung woman ought to be 
exposed. The nature of her ocoupation, the 
inysteries of the theatre and greon-room, in- 
to which I will not enter, are such that levis 
next toa moral impossibility for any young 
person, thrown into that vortex of pollution, 
to escape its influence, — How, then, it may

THE PERSIAN WAR. 


BUSHIRE, 


From Rear Admiral Sir Henry J. Lecke, 
K.-H. R. N., Commanding Naval Force, 
Persian Guif Expedition, to the Right 
Hon. Lord Eliphinstone, G, C. I, Gov- 
ertior of Bombay :— ¢ 

Hon. Company's steam frigate Assaye, 
at anchor off Bushire, Dec, 19th, 
1856. b ‘ a 

My Lorp.—It,b my pleasant du- 
ty to report vod deli Council, 
that after a bombardment which commenc- 
.ed this morning at 8,o'clock between the 
Persian batteries and the men-of-war of the 
Indiau navy, and Jasted on both sides until 
nearly an hour after noon, the town of Bu- 
shire has been taken, and the flag of our 
Sovereign is now flying on the citidel. 

It was determined that the disembarea- 
tion of the troops,should take place in Hil- 
illa Bay, about ten miles south of the town. 
All was ready on the morningof the 7th 
inst, and the gun-boats in advance to coy- 
er the landing, whena number of the ene- 
my was discovered in a date grove about 
300 yards to the Jeft of the beach. The 
boats opened fire, and after the exchange 
of afew shots the enemy retired. Here 
the famous chief, tlie son of Baucher Khan, 
was Killed by a shell from one of the ad- 
yanced boats, which, 1 trust, gave a check 
to, and prevented the approach of a large 
number of Persian troops who would have 
yery much liarrassed the army while land- 


ing. 

‘On the following day T paid , a visit to 
General Stalker at the camp, and on part 
| ing I’proinised that 1 would keep closa_to 
the shore in this ship and supportthe left 
of the army on its approach to the fort of 
Rushire (about four miles from this place), 
where it is supposed, from the information 
wwe had received, the enemy, in number 
from 1,500 to 2,000, Would receive our 
troops and make powerful resistance, On 
my nearing tho fort this information was 
confirmed, and we saw it perfectly full of 
Persian soldiers, who were drawn up realy 
for the attack. At this moment I was 
about 1,700 yards from them, when we 
commenced ‘firing shell, many droppin 
within tho trenclies and committing much 
slaughter) obliging tle Persian troops to 
fly, with’ the vias al of about 800 who 
made aresolute stand, ‘and Were driven out 
by the troops in one of the most brilliant 
and gallant charges I ever witnessed. Here 
the troops halted for the night. 

Tthen pushed on for this rondstoad, and 
at day light this morning, sccing the Por- 
sian army drawn up near the wells (their 
centre supported bya high fortified tower 
and redoubt), it was my! duty fo dislodge 
them ; ardor this service T ordered the 
Falkland’ sloop, ‘Ajdaha’ steam-fiigate, 
‘Berenice,and Victoria steam-sloops, tinder 
the command of Liontenants ‘Dransony 
Worsley, Chitty, and Giles, and eight hea: 
vy armed gun-boats under the command: of 
Lieutenant Stradling, to place their ships 
ina position to attack it. This was done 
in the most gallant way, and in the course 
ofan hour I had the satisfaction to’ seo 
tho whole of the Persian troops in full: re- 
troat to the town, butin porfect order: and 
will great coolness, supported by their ar 
fillory, A boat with a whito flag, was now 
ry pproachii tle ship, and on one of the 
allies arriving on joard, a request was 
made by the Govornor of the town for a 
dolay of oporations for 24 hours, to offer! 
torms, ‘This I Instantly refused, in conse~ 
quonso of his laving fired on ono of our 
Igmall stoamers bearing a flag of truce, the 
day bofore. Talf ar hour was given him 
to got out of the way of our shot y and the 
ships having boon placed in line of hattlo, 
my flag ship in the centre tho action com: 
menced, and continued on both sides for 
tivo hours, when obsorving (vo batteries 
outside the town, ono a kind of miniaturo 
Malakoff, harrassing tho ‘Somiramia’ and 
‘Ferozo', Pdircoted our fire tow ards them, 
and in threo hours they were porfeotly rile 
enced and the guns dismounted, A tower 
ov tlio north-west angle of tlie fort and a 
masked battery bolow the Rosideney Tage 
staf, outaide thewalls kopt pf oy 
nnd atondy fire upon the ‘Semiramis’ anc 
‘Feroz’.

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY, 


The Spectator gives the following parti- 
culars ofthe destruction caused in the West- 
ern district by the freshet — 

Great Flood in the Grand River—Destruc- 
tion of Propery—Bridges washed away. 
We regret to learn that great destruc- 

tion has been caused by the sudden risin 
of the Grand River on Monday night, which 
rose four or five feet higher than was eyer 
known before. The accounts that. have 
reached us are as yet but very meagre, but 
enough has been ascertained to convince 
us that the destruction of property must be 
immense. 

For some days the ice had been lodyed 
a short distance above Galt, and on Mon Ay 
itsnddeuly gave way, destroying everything 
in its course, sweeping away bridges, fences 
and houses, and destroying everything in 
its course, and completel overflowing the 
banks in many places. We are informed 
that scarcely a sngle bridge is left stand- 
ing between Berlin and Galt. At the Jat- 
tor place, property to the amount of several 
thoussind dollars has been destroyed — 
Houses in the lower part of the town wore 
removed bodily, and nearly the whole of 
the north side of the town submergell,— 
The main bridge lias suffered considerable 
damage, but wis passable yesterday morn- 
ingatfive o'clock.

EXPERIMENTS ON BEELROOT. — 


ham, noar Dratford, in the county of Kent, 
i elt beotroot and mangoldwurt- 
zol distillory, croctod by the pormission for 
experimental purposes by Mucars William 
Dray & Oo,, of Londoti, oh) Mr. Dray's farm 
at Farmingham, Ag this distillery the ad- 
vantages of agrictiltural distilleries will be 
largely and amply tested. Mr, Dray in 
fooding some Hundred sheep and a number 
of bullocks on tho residues of wlieat’ after 
distillation a system which hs been pur- 
sued with great success on thé Continent. 
Two millions stefling in yalug of beetroot 
spirits wore distilled in France Tast. year, 
while in 1858 only £20,000 Worth’ was 
distilled: ‘There is a pocuiiarity in the 
system pursued at Farninglam, Which is so 
contrary to nll received notions on the sub- 
jectythat wo will describe it. Instead of 
macerating the beet and distillingthewort, 
the beetroot is cut into longthin strips, one 
inch wide by an eighth ofan inch thick, by 
Ingans of w cuttor, cutting thred-qilarters of 
“ton in half an hour, Itis then plaged in 
vats, containing three-quavtérs of a ton 
wach, and 800 gallons of a wort formed by 
macerating « certain quantity of beet at the 
commenceinent of the operations, and which 
wort is used for the same purpose during 
the distilling months, «lieh are from Sept. 
the 16th to April tle 16th ii France, and 
farm October the Ist to May, the Tstin Bel- 
gium and Germany, for during these months 
the beet and mangold-wurtzel are in the 
bent state for distillation. After the ‘slices 
are placed in the fermenting vats, about a 
quart of sulphuric acid is: added to cach 
vat. Fermentation sets in rapidly, and in 
24 hours the slices are in a fit state for dis- 
tillation. They are then‘withdrawn from 
the vats, and laced in upright cylinders of 
iron in Mrs Dray’s distillery, which is: cal- 
culated to distil ‘five tons of roots in’ the 
24 hours. The cylinders are 6 feet high 
aud)2\feet indiameter! The slices are pla- 
ced upon diaphragms, or. plates: of iron 
pierced with holes, 10 in each cylinder-— 
Lhe-cylinders are then hermetically closed, 
A current of steam is Jet into the bottom of 
No 1, andin three-quarters of aw ‘hoor a 
raw spirit resembling small still whiskey is 
produced at proof, This spirit is allowed 
torun over till it falls {020 wnder proof, 
when the steam is conducted from No. 1 
into No. 2 cylinder, tle escape of the al- 
cholic yapor being shut off, Thus’ the 
slices in No. 1 cylinder are completely de- 
rived of their alcholic matter by continu. 
ing the current of steam through them, and
